vandalism in the village. I live near the spine path, running towards the school, 
and it saddens me to see all the young trees that were planted, broken and discarded. 
In respect to foreign students I reserve judgement, as this type of damage to 
property and environment has been going on for a number of years. I have a shop 

in the Mall, and we, as shopkeepers, have suffered one form or another of wanton 
damage. 


Now lets get down to the root cause of the problem. As I see it, this village 
caters very well for most people, i.e. shopping, welfar, church, toddler groups, 
pub, club, hotel, golf and various other activities. But what about the teenagers 
to 15, they are not welcome at the pub or club, nor should they be, the skate board 
project seems to have failed, so they still hang around the Mall and Tesco>s, and 
the school grounds and library. I am.now asking through this letter, for the 
Parish Council to come up with some land, there must be somewhere we can build a 
youth club for them (I attended such a place in London in the fifties, and it 

was the best place to keep us off the streets). I would be willing to set this 
scheme going, to give'.tbhe youth of this village a place of their own not attached 
to the school or church, but somewhere they can call their own, to have a committee 
of youths organising and running their own place. So please let me have your vieus-

This letter is aimed in particular to those who object to the Football Club 
wateringi'the pitch. The Parish Council have spent a lot of money early this 
summer to improve our rather poor football pitch. This improvement included the 
sowing of new grass seed which the contractor who carried out the work emphasised 
must be kept watered to ensure the expenditure was not wasted. 


The Football Club, with advice from the Water Company, provided the watering 
facilities at the Village Hall. A retired gentleman from the village kindly 
offered his assistance in connecting the sprinklers and turning on the water each 
morning. For his efforts to help improve a village amenity, he has been abused 
several times. Further efforts to stop us watering have resulted in the tap being 
damaged and the hose cut. 


We are aware of the water situation, but so far the Water Company has not deemed 


it necessary to impose a sprinkler ban but if and when it does we will of course 
abide by it. 


To those of you who feel srrongly about the water situation, may I ask you to make 
your feelings known to the proper authorities and not engage in mindless criminal 
demage.
